San Francisco, April 27.— W h at to 
do with the immense amount of money 
that has been contributed to the relief 
of San Francisco's homeless was the 
question that received 
earnest con­ 
sideration during the day. 
Numerous 
inquiries have come to tile heads of 
the various department a, 
civil and 
military, all asking for and by whom 
the money would be expended. W h ile 
tile complete details of the distribut­ 
ing and accounting of the immense 
sums have not been 
formulated, the 
plans have been thoroughly discussed 
in committee and may be briefly stated 
as follows: 
All expenditures w ill be authorized 
by the finance committee of the citi­ 
zens’ and Red Cross funds. 
The mem­ 
bers of tliis committee are representa­ 
tive bankers, business men and jurists 
of San Francisco and Dr. Devine of 
the National Red Cross society. 
This 
committee w ill audit all accounts and 
make a detailed report to the war de­ 
partment, 
where a 
final audit 
and 
statement w ill be made. 
At noon the distribution of food was 
formally turned over 
to the United 
States army. 
M any of tile abuses that 
have been prevailing in tile giving out 
of supplies by the various relief or­ 
ganizations. each of which has acted 
independently, 
will be 
discontinued 
and tile direction 
of all the stations 
will be centralized in the depot of the 
army quartermaster. 


Fru ity W e re Unfit for Use. 


Dr. Deville expressed 
the opinion 
that less perishable goods and more 
supplies 
of a substantial 
character 
should be sent here. 
Owing to the 
lack of prompt transportation facili­ 
ties large quantities of fruits were tin- 
lit for use when they arrived. These 
conditions have been changed in the 
past few days, however, and during 
the day mote 
than 300 teams 
were 
placed at the disposal of Dr. Devine 
and his assistants. 
Reports from the leading hospitals 
at the Presidio and tit Golden Gate 
la rk showed that the number of pa­ 
tients is less than formerly. 
At the 
general hospital in the Presidio there 
were 55b patients Thursday, which is 
20" less 
than Wednesday. 
The 
de­ 
crease is probably due to the fact that 
the privilege 
of free 
transportation 
over the railroads to any part of tile 
state expired at noon and many of the 
patients 
who 
were suffering 
from 
minor injuries and complaints left the 
liespio+k* in lim e Uptake advantage of 
this. 
A statement by Dr. Jam es Ii. W ard, 
president 
of the 
board of 
health, 
showed that 
there are now 
thirty 
hospitals, all the smaller institutions 
established in the 
confusion of the 
first few days having been abolished. 
Tuberculosis hospitals have been es­ 
tablished 
apart 
from 
the 
others. 
Every source of water supply is being 
examined 
by inspectors 
to 
provide 
against any possibility of contamina­ 
tion. 
The garbage of the city is being 
taken out to sea on barges and all un­ 
sanitary camps have 
been removed 
and the ground which they occupied 
quarantined. 
The 
medical 
supplies 
have been concentrated at the Presi­ 
dio general hospital 
and distributed 
from there. 
W ill S ta rt the Street Cars. 


After considerable discussion it was 
decided to start street cars during th£_ 
morning. 
The urgent need of trans­ 
portation overweighed tile arguments 
of those who urged danger of further 
fire as a reason 
for delaying the re­ 
sumption of the electric lines. 
The wholesalers’ assoclaton has de­ 
clined 
an offer 
from Oakland 
of a 
large tract of land on that side of the 
bay for Hie location of wholesale es­ 
tablishments. 
Tile 
wholesalers 
re­ 
iterated their intention of rebuilding 
and opening up business 
on tile old 
ground. 
Tem porary 
buildings 
for 
many wholesale firms 
will be com­ 
pleted within fifteen days. 
The whole 
Balers have reports of 8,OOO carloads of 
goods now in transit between Chicago 
and San Francisco and of 2,500 more 
carloads ready for delivery as soon as 
the congestion iii the railroad yards 
can be relieved. 
The Union Iron works, where m any 
of tile 
best vessels 
in the 
United 
States navy were built, and the Risdon 
Iron works, both of which escaped the 
fire, w ill reopen at once, giving em­ 
ployment to many thousands. 
The finance 
committee announces

sums in bulk. 
W hile non*' of the s u b ­ 


committees is ready to report in detail 
and only one or two are able to give 
even an approximate figure, the ques­ 
tions put to them indicate clearly an 
intention 
to see 
that there 
is no 
waste. 
“ W hat have you been paying per day 
for teams? 
Wha*- is the per diem cf 
the stenographer) > h. your employ and 
how many of them a is there? When 
can you dispense with their services? 
W hat is the daily wage of tile men 


you have hired? 
W h at is the rental 
you are paying for your otrices?” 
These are some of the questions that 
were put 
to 
the 
chairmen 
and if 
there had even been any idea that the 
overseeing of accounts would be lax, 
and claims readily passed; this idea 
was dissipated at once. 
.John S. Drum of the committee on 
feeding reported that prior to noon 
when tills matter was turned over to 
the m ilitary lie had incurred debts for 
255,000 loaves of bread at five cents a 
loaf, or a fetal of $12,750, and that ills 
butcher bill would approximate $35,- 
00b. 
Thursday and Friday when the 
police were seizing stores and stocks, 
claims against the city were incurred 
which he had no means of estimating. 
Tho housing committee considers 
its work practically at an end. Thus 
far it is estimated that between $15,- 
000 and $20,000 has been spent. 
The relief fund took a big jump up­ 
ward during tile day.

Woodward during the day showed that 
there was no general depression of 
the city as a result of the earthquake, 
the sinking being confined almost en­ 
tirely to the lower parts of the city 
and particularly to made ground.

Scheme for its Building in Hands of 
the City Engineer. 


San 
Francisco, 
April 
27.— The 
scheme 
for building 
the new 
San 
Francisco is in the hands of City E n ­ 
gineer Thomas P. Woodward, who is 
working his plans into shape. 
If the city 
engineer has 
his way 
there will be no narrow and clogging 
streets in those sections of the city 
laid bare bv fire. 
Streets in the busi­ 
ness district, which have been proven 
inadequate for the rush of a metropolis 
will he widened by slicing the private 
holdings on either side. 
Market street w ill be left as it is. 
so will Third and other streets that 
were 
repaired 
shortly 
before 
tile 
earthquake, but the commission and 
wholesale sections 
will be radically 
altered, both in width and course. 
W ithin a month Market street w ill 
be lined with 
temporary structures. 
Tile Spreckels, De Young and Shreve 
buildings, the St. 
Francis hotel, tile 
Merchants’ Exchange and many more 
of the first-class structures can lie put 
into shape at com paratively little ex­ 
pense. 
W ith these as a nucleus, there 
is no reason why the retail and whole­ 
sale districts of the city should not be 
re-established within a year. 
Plenty 
of outside capital is assured and many 
property owners living 
abroad have 
cabled their representatives here to 
begin reconstruction at once. 


A R E A 
O F 
D E S T R U C T IO N . 


Bellevu, Tex., April 27.— A 
tornado 
which swept this placed 
during the 
evening destroyed everything in its 
patli and as a result 
practically the 
entire town is a mass of ruins, only 
three 
buildings now 
standing. 
At 
least eleven persons are dead and a 
number of others 
are injured. 
The 
tornado was followed by fire, which 
consumed the wreckage. 
This report is being sent from the 
top of a telephone pole a mile from 
Bellevu, but it is as close as a wire 
can lie had. 
The town of Bellevu con­ 
sisted of over 2uo houses. 
Tile whoft; business section and all 
stocks of merchandise were destroyed. 
The tornado's path was a mile wide 
and 
eight miles 
long. 
The 
storm 
levelled everything in its way, ruining 
crops and destroying all farm houses 
and barns on Hie way. 
This section is 
thickly settled and 
it will he some 
hours before it will be possible to get 
a complete report of tile dead. 
The fact that so few’ 
people were 
killed is accounted 
for by the fact 
that 
practically 
all 
houses 
were 
equipped with storm cellars and the 
people ran to them as soon as they 
saw the tornado approaching. 
Those 
who had no storm cellars or who could 
not reach them were the ones who 
suffered. 
Last winter many lives were lost in 
the same neighborhood by a tornado. 
Conservative 
estimates 
place 
the 
property loss between 
$150,000 and 
$175,000. 
The inhabitants of the town are not 
only homeless 
but without 
food or 
raiment and utterly destitute, all their 
possessions having been swept a w a y . 
Relief is being hastened to them from 
neighboring towns.

Miners VV i 11 Discuss Coal Strike S it­ 
uation. 


Wilkesbftrre, Pa., April 27.— The an­ 
thracite miners will hold a convention 
at Scranton next Thursday to take ac­ 
tion upon the reply of the operators, 
if any, to two propositions submitted 
to President Bear and his associates. 
The decision to call the convention 
was r ead ied at a meeting of Hi© gen­ 
eral anthracite scale committee here 
during the day. 
W h ile those who par­ 
ticipated were reticent, it is known 
that there was a wide divergence of 
opinion as 
to the form 
the proposi­ 
tions to the operators should take. 
President Mitchell made public two 
propositions, together w ith a request 
for another joint conference, submit­ 
ted by the miners’ com m ittee to P resi­

his associates.

first asks 
for an increase 
in wages 
ranging from 5 to 15 
per cent.

“ W e have eliminated every feature 
of our former proposals to which you 
have objected except that of wages, 
and in the matter of wages we have 
Pf in—mind your oft.-re Heated state- 
ment that to grant 
our original de­ 
mands would result in advancing the 
cost to tho consumer of domestic coal 
$1.20 per ton. W hile we have not been 
able, even by tile most careful analy­ 
sis, to ascertain by what process of 
reasoning you have reached vour con­ 
clusions as to the alleged necessity of 
such an advance, we beg to assure you 
that we have no desire, neither would 
we consent to become parties to anv 
compact that would increase the cost 
of domestic fuel to such an extent.”

T H E S L IM E ON FISHES, 


C o m m o n t o A II S p a d e * a n i l l ’M * e n t t a l 
t o T h d r I'hl.'.U 'iici', 
A fish just taken fr«un tie* water, if 
handled, Is f Mind to ho slippery and 
coated 
with, slime. 
All 
fishes, 
the 
meanest and tin* noblest, killltlsh and 
shark, shad, salmon and trout, wear 
this slime. 
They could not exist w ith­ 
out It. 
The slime is secreted usually in a 
continuous series of duets, with numer­ 
ous openings arranged la a line extend­ 
ing along the side of the fish. 
Some 
fishes have one Hue on a side, some 
have five or six. 
The lines may be 
plainly visible, and in some eases ap­ 
pear to he a marking on tile fish. More 
often they are not observable at all. 
Some fishes store this secretion In pores 
distributed over the whole surface of 
the body, tin* larger number, however, 
in pores in lateral lines. 
There are 
also pores for the secretion of mucus, 
or slime, in the fish’s head. 
The slime is exuded through the di­ 
visions between the scales to tin* outer 
part of the body, over which it spreads, 
forming a s >rt of outer skin or cover­ 
ing. transparent and having elasticity 
and tenacity and often considerable 
body. 
It would not he remarkable for 
a fair sized fish, say a fish of two 
pounds weight, to have a coating of 
slime a thirty-second of an inch iii 
thickness. 
Fishes vary greatly In the 
amount of slime which they secrete. 
The eel will suggest itself as one that 
is very slimy. 
The fish’s slimy coating reduces its 
friction when in motion and helps to 
Increase its speed. 
It aids in protect­ 
ing the scales from Injury, being of 
sufficient substance to serve iii some 
measure as 
a 
cushion. 
The slimy 
covering makes the fish hard to hold 
and s ■> enables it flu* more readily to 
escape from its enemies. 
It is som e­ 
times repugnant to other fishes, which 
an* repelha1 by its odor. 
It is the slime 
from the fishes handled that makes tin* 
angler “smell fishy,” us the expression 
goes. 
A most important function cf t1 


I fish’s slimy coating is to protect it 
from the attacks of fungus, a form of 
I plant life found iii all waters, salt and 
I fresh, including the purest. 
The slime 
covers the entire exterior surface Of 
the fish, including the fins. 
Fungus 
does not attach to the slime, but if the 
fish were to be injured so that there 
was njion it some spot uncovered by 
the slime upon that spot some minute 
fragment of fungus, so small a s to be 
scarcely more than visible, would be 
likely to lodge. 
Once lodged the fun­ 
gus Is reproduced very fast. 
Fish 
sometimes 
recover 
from 
at­ 
tacks of fungus, but much more often 
tliey do not. 
The fungus displaces the 
skin, inflammation is set hi*, and the 
place attacked becomes practically a 
sore. 
With its continued growth the 
fungus may cover the side of the fish 
aud extend over the gills and finally 
kill it.

garment worn by her today is of the 
same design as that worn by lier an­ 
cestors of a thousand years ago. 
The summer garment of the Lapland­ 
er is usually of coarse woolen goods 
and has something the cut of a shirt 
with a high collar. 
Among the sea 
Lapps it is for tile most part undyed. 
Among the other Lapps usually blue, 
sometimes green or brown and even 
black smock frocks have been seen. 
Hound 
the waistbands, 
along tile 
seam in the back and on tin* edges this 
smock is- -o n inn lent I w ith st rips of 
red and yellow cloth, 
bilder tills gar­ 
ment is a similar one, either plain or 
figured, worn next to the body, for the 
Lapp never wears linen underclothing. 
’The trousers are of white woolen 
goods, rather narrow and reaching to 
the ankles, where they are tied inside 
the shoes with long slender shoestrings. 
Over those drawers are usually worn 
leggings of thin, tanned skins, roach­ 
ing from the ankles to the knees. 
Stockings the Lapp never wears. 
Ile 
fills the upper curving tip of his shoes 
with a sort of grass, which is gathered 
in summer and beaten to make it soft 
and pliable. 
The winter costume only 
differs from that worn in summer in 
that every piece is made of reindeer 
skin with the hair on. 
The dress of tin* women differs very 
slightly from that worn by the men. 
The smock is somewhat longer and is 
made without tin* big standing collar, 
instead of which a kerchief or cap is 
worn about tin* nock. 
To the woven 
and often 
silver ornamented 
girdle 
hang a knife, scissors, key, needle and 
thread. 
The head covering is not only 
different iii tin* two sexes, but also 
differs according to tin* locality.

New l aw Requires One For Every Person 


Selling Milk or Cream From More 


Than One Cow 


Win. G. Graham, of Long Prairie, food 
nspector under tile state dairy and food 
commission was in the city Wednesday 
on his way north. 
Mr. Graham talked 
freely to a Dis 


p a t c h representative regarding tho work 
of the dairy and food commission 
and 
what it is accomplishing. 
In speaking 
of conditions in Brainerd ho stated that 
he thought every merchant here is try­ 
ing to live up to the law and that things 
were in good shape hero in that line. 
I lo also spoke of the provisions gov­ 
erning the dairy business. 
It may be 
news to ninny that any person selling 
cream or milk in or to tie used in any 
municipal corporation must be licensed 
and must pay a fee of one dollar per 
year for each place or vehicle from which 
such sale is made. 
“ Each becense shall 
be numbered arid shall contain 
tho 
name, residence and place of business of 
the licensee, the name of all the em­ 
ployes to act thereunder and the num­ 
ber of vehicles and places to be used. 
The namo and number of tho license 
shall be plainly inscribed on both sides 
of each vehicle in use for tho purposes 
aforesaid, and every sale from a vehicle 
not so inscribed shall be deemed a mis­ 
demeanor. 
Lvory licensee shall report j 
to the commissioner any change of 
driver or person employed by him in 
connection with such sales.” 
Tho only i 
exceptions to this rule are the sale to a 
butter or cheese factory and the sale by 
a person keeping not more than one 
cow. 
Tho law is equally stringent along 
other lines and provides among other 
things that no action can br* maintained 
to recover for goods sold which do not 
fulfil 
the provisions of the pure food 
law.
